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DETAILED ACTION 

Re: DENNEY, DAN W 

1 . The amendment filed 4/18/2006 is acknowledged and entered into the record. 
Accordingly, claims 1-20 and 27-32 are canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

2. Claims 21-26 are pending and examined on the merits. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections Withdrawn - 35 U.S.C. § 102 

4. The rejection of claims s 21-22 under 35 USC § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moreckie et al is withdrawn in view of the persuasive arguments set forth by the 
applicant in the paper filed 4/18/2006. 

Claim Rejections Maintained - 35 USC § 103 

5. The rejection of claims 21-26 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being obvious over 
Moreckie et al in view of Kaminski et al and Gupta et al is maintained for the reasons 
of record. Applicant argues that the cited reference of Moreckie et al fails to teach the 
active steps of isolating, introducing and purifying the multivalent composition as 
currently claimed and also teach that the secondary references fail to remedy the 
deficiencies of the Moreckie et al reference. Specifically, applicant indicates that the 
process of producing the recombinant expression of the heavy chain variable regions is 
part of the instantly claimed method and therefore the standards for product by process 
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are not applicable. Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not 
deemed persuasive to overcome the rejection of record. 

The claims of the instant invention are drawn to a method of administering a 
product. The product used in the instant method appears to be identical to that 
disclosed by Morecki et al but differs only in the fact that the heavy chain variable 
regions are not recombinantly expressed as instantly claimed. The method of the 
instant invention is drawn to the administration of the product and because there does 
not appear to be a material difference in the product administered in the prior art and 
that instantly claimed, one of ordinary skill in the art would find it prima facie obvious to 
substitute other methods of obtaining the same end product. MPEP 21 13 teaches "the 
structure implied by the process steps should be considered when assessing the 
patentability of product-by-process claims over the prior art, especially where the 
product can only be defined by the process steps by which the product is made, or 
where the manufacturing process steps would be expected to impart distinctive 
structural characteristics to the final product. See, e.g., In re Garnero, 412 F.2d 276, 
279, 162 USPQ 221 , 223 (CCPA 1979). In the instant case, there does not appear to 
be a structural difference in the heavy chain variable regions used in the composition. 
Moreover, the claims are set in "comprising" language and therefore encompass more 
than just the heavy chain variable regions as part of the composition. 

Therefore, the rejection of claims under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious is 
maintained for the reasons of record.
